China 


\MONGsT the many interesting points brofight out Dy 
Mr. Liang Cli-Chao, one of ‘the Chinese envovs to the 
Peace Conference, in a recent interview with a represen- 
tative of this paper, was that relating to the exaggerated 
notion entertained by most>people as to the extent and 
signifies ance of what in the newspapers finds description 
as “unrest in China.’ “China isso vast,’ Mr. Liang 
says, ‘that most people seem to forget that, even in the 
internal troubles we have been experiencing, only a rela 
tively small portion of the country is actively involved.” 
The poimt is an important one to the just understanding 
of the Chinese question. “China, with an area consider-

ably larger than that of Europe, and a population consid- 


erably greater, has, almost always, found its way into the 
world’s news through the action of very small minorities 
of its population and very small sections of its territory. 
“China does this’ and “China does that’ has been ac- 
cepted by the West, to which China 1s ever something ot 
an enigma, as the just summing up of the most Kectional 
actions and conditions, whereas the probabilities are that 
in the vast intenor of China, where the people, trom 
time immemorial, have, for the most part, managed their 
own affairs in a peculiarly Chinese, but peculiarly effec- 
tive way, these actions have not been so. much as heard 
of, whilst the conditions portrayed certainly do not obtain 
generally. Thus, just betore the war, when China stood 
out prominently as presenting one of the world’s biggest 
problems, it was said by one well-known authority that 
although the republic was some six years old, there Were 
still hundreds of thousands of people 1n Chima who had 
no idea that it existed, but were living tn the utmost 
Rsiiradce that the Son of Heaven was still reigning as 
ever in Peking. 

The point is specially important becayse Mr. Liang’s 
whole plea is for the investment of capital in China, and 
Mr. Liang is well aware that the outlook in China. as 
it is so largely presented in the West today offers little 
inducement to the investor.” The conditions are, how 
ever, Mr. Liang maintains, nething like as bad as the) 
are painted. As already noted, he insists that the portion 
of the country involved in the disturbed conditions which 
have preva! led for so long a time ts relatively small, whilst 
he is firmly of opinion that complete tranquillity will very 
soon be reestablished. At the same-time it should not be 
forgotten, he says, that even at the present day com- 
mercial exploitation is safe and profitable in most parts 
of China. 

Now, whilst it may not be possible with the com- 
paratively limited news, still all that is available from the 
Far East, to pass judgment on this last statement, it is 
possible to draw attention, once again, to the well-known 
business honesty of ‘the Chinese. Where business is 
concerned, a Chinaman’s word is his bond, and _ this 
national characteristic ought to render peculiarly possible 
that system of development specially. advocated by Mr. 
Liang, namely, cooperation between the Chinese and the 
loreign investor. 


Canada’s Status 


Tite able speech delivered in the Canadian Jlouse of 
Commons, recently, by the Hon. N. W. Rowell, pres: 
dent of the Privy Council, on the effect of the war upon 
(‘anada’s status as one of the nations of the British Com- 
monwealth, gathered together the threads ot a question 
of first importance. What applies to Canada applies to 
all the other domimions, and the future relations Between 
the dominions and the Mother Country have long beet 
regarded as one of the great questions facing the [british 
empire. Itis a question which had been becoming stead- 
ily more definite in the years immediately preceding the 
war, and, although on the onset of the great struggle, by 
a kind of tacit consent, statesmen, -both at home and in 
the dominions, placed the issue on ofie side, it. has been 
growing in urgency as it has been, by sheer force of cir 
cumstances, finding solution. 

The end of the war finds the dominions in a very 
different position, as regards the Mother Country, from 
that which they occupied at the beginning. To an ever- 
extent, as the war went on? statesmen of the 
called into the counsels of the [empire.

And so-when Mr. Rowell declares, , the Canadian 
House of Commons, as he did the other day, “Our auton- 
omy has been enlarged, our + Pipetite has been 
enlarged, ('anada havine reached the status of a nation, 
not in name but in fact.” his words will nowhere be 
received with more approval than in Great Britain. 

The exact status of the dominions has, of course, vet 
to be settled, but, amongst all the parties concerned, that 
settlement is regarded very largely as a matter of arrang- 
ing details. The events of the last four and a half vears 
have evolved the plan in all its great essentials, until the 
British empire has become the title of a commonwealth 
of nations. ‘The old system of circumlocutfon with regard 
to the communications between the Prime Minister of 
Great Britain. and the prime ministers of the dominions 
has, mdeed, come to be a thing of the past. Now the 
prime ministers of the dominions, as members ot an [m- 
perial Cabinet, have direct communication with the British 
Prime Alinister, and @ direct voice in the settlement of all 
imperial affairs. “l should think it would be a matter-of 
pride and gratification on the part of every Canadian, © 
Mr. Rowell declared in conclusion, justly summing up the 
situation, “that Canada, not only in theory, but in tact, 
has reached the status of a nation, one of the free nations 
of the British Commonwealth; that on these vital matters 
affecting our foreign policy in peace and war, we have a 
right to be heard and the means is provided whereby our 
voice can be heard in determining these questions so vital 
to our tuture and to our destiny.”

the National Industries Conterence Board of the United 
States has devoted an entire research report to an ex- 
planation of what the term really stands for in tts relation 
to indusirial matters. There is, it appears, a “‘straight”’ 
eight-hour day, which means‘that eight hours comprise 
the limtt of time that a man should work, for the best 
resul® both to his employer and to himself, and a “basic” 
eight-hour day, which means that eight hours should be 
the standard period for computing his wage, while any- 
thing more must be regarded as “overtime” and paid for 
according to special arrangement. Considered 1n all its 
bearitigs in the research report, the complexities of the 
eight-hour dav are such that reading this document may 
well make a professional man happy to think that he 
does not earn his living by managing a factory.
